Wholesale Bribery by Panama Canal 
Officials Charged. 


Millions of Franes Spent in Buying 
Deputies and Senators. 


Violent Commotions Caused hy the Story 
of a Scandal That Rivals the 
Wilson Affair—An Lavesti- | 
gation Ordered, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Panis, Nov. 20,—[By the Associd ted 
Press.| By unanimous vote the Cham- 
ber of Deputies today agreed that a 
parliamentary inquiry be instituted into 


the affairs of the Panama Cana Com- 
pany. 
The session throughout was one 


of the most exciting held fora long 
time. The trouble began when M. Dela- 
haic arose and said the Chamber must 
order an inquiry into the matter. He 
would make a statement, but mention 
no names, as they would be brought out 
in the investigation. ‘‘The scandals of 
the Panama matter,’’ said he, *‘exceed 
the Wilson affair. Wnen De Lesseps, in 
1890, vainly traversed France appeal- 
ing for subscribers, a certain individual 
proposed to the directors of the Panama 
Canal asystem of lottery bonds. He 
first asked f.5,000,000, declaring that 
he could purchase therewith all the nec- 
essary consciences in both chambets of 
the national legislature.”’ 

A tremendous uproar followed this 
stat¢ment with cries of ‘‘Name him! 
name him!”’ 

‘The medium of the trgnsactions,’’ 
said Delahaic, ‘‘was a man named 
Anton, who-has since fled the country 
to escape punishment for embezzlement. 
There was a sum of f.8,000,000 distri- 
buted among 150 Deputies and a few 
Senators. |Violent uproar.| But the 
appetites thus excited grew greedier 
and greedier, and he was compelled to 
ask the directors for more millions. 
Money was demanded for election ex- 
penses in the Department of the North.” 

This statement again created intense 
excitement,.and M. Floquet arose anu 
exclaimed: ‘I was Minister of the In- 
terior at the time, and 1 sclemoly Mate 
that I received nothing.” 

Delahaic continued, stating 
f.800,000 was spent in buying three 
papers. A minister, now dead, asked 
f.400,000, and f.200,000 more was 
paid for a journal of little value, but 
behind which hidden influences were 
working. A foreign paper was bought 
for f.500,000. 

‘Now for the last scandal!’ ex- 
claimed Delahaic. committee in 
this chamber charged with the duty of 
examining the scheme comprised five 
who were favorable and five who were 
not. The eleventh member, before 
casting his vote, offered his services to 
the company for f.200,000. As the 
company refused the proposition he 
formed a syndicate, aided by a banker, 
and caused a fall in the shares, compell- 
ing §the company to yield. The scheme 
was then approved by the committee, 
but the banker was not warned in time. 
The shares recovered and he was 
ruined. |Tremendous' uproar. | 
though the authorities conceal the evi- 
dence, there are a hundred here present 
who know where it can be found. 
There are two categories of deputies, 
those who received money and those 
who did not.’’ 

Indescribable confusisn followed this 
assertion. M. Floquet, President of the 
chamber, asked Delahaic to give 
names, sayigg that he considered him- 
self attacked and that he not only 
favored an inquiry, but hada demand 
therefore, signed by his colleagues. 
This announcement was greeted with 
prolonged cheering. When Delahaic 
waiked to his seat he was hissed and 
hootec, and a violent dispute then be- 
gan between William Hubbard and 
Deroulede. 

When Premier Loubet finally suc- 
ceeded in making himself heard, he 
said he would not reply to Delahaic’s 
allegations, as he believed the charges 
arose from violent political passions. 
The government had nothing to hide, 
however. 

The chamber then agreed that a Ccom- 
mittee of thirty-three be appointed 
Pwith extraordinary powers to examine 
allcharges. After many altercations 
and much mud-slinging between the 
different members, the chamber ~ 
journed after adopting a motion of co 
gratulation on his successes to Gen. 
Dodds. 


Deroulede and Hubbard were to fight 
a duel, but the quarrel between them 
was patched up. It is understood the 
police have a clew tothe whereabouts 
of Anton, and he will bearrested. The 
editorsof the Ltbre-Parole, Figuro and

There is no cessation of the 
slides at the Cascades on the Union Pa- 
cific. Earth, boulders and trees are 
being swept down tae cafion upon the. 
track faster than the whole force em- 
ployed can remove them, 

It has been decided to build a track 
around the obstruction, and General 
Superintendent Baxter left this after- 
noon to oversee the work. Stages 
have been put on forthe transfer of 
passengers and mails, and boats are 
carrying all freights except wheat, 
which is accumulating rapidly above the 
slide. 

TAZ FLOODS IN WASHINGTON. 

SrattLe (Wash.,) Nov. 21.—There is 
but little, if any, improvement in the 
flood situation in the Puget Sound 
Basin today, and a steady downpeur of 
rain since dusk this evening with a fal!- 
ing barometer gives but little encour- 
agement for the abatement of the de- 
luge for at least a day or two, and 
many fear that the worst is yet tocome.

EGAN TALKS OF CHILE. 


Some Incidents in the Recent Unpleasant. 
ness Explained. 

LinxcoLn (Neb.,) Nov. 21.—|By the 
Associated Press.| -A complimentary 
banquet was tendered tonight to Pat- 
rick Egan, Minister to Chile, who has 
been visiting a few days inthis city, 
the guest of ex-President Fitzgerald, of 
the Irish National League of America. 
Three huadred guests werepresent. in 
responding toa toast, Mr. Egan spoke 
at some length about his experiences in 
Chile, relating numerous incidents in 
which he was concerned. | 

He endeavored at all times, he said, 
to protect the rights and property of 
American citizens. He spoke of one 
case in the city of Concepcion, where 
an American is half owner of an elec- 
tric light plant. The intendente of the 
city was giving a dinner one night, 
when the lights suddenly went out, as 
electric lights will occasionally do. 
The intendente immediately ordered 
‘everybody connected with the electric 
‘light company put in irons. The 
American citizen was dragged out of 
bed at 10:30 at night and keptin 
prison until after midnight, when the 
intendente had him released. Egan 
exacted for this man fromthe Balma- 
ceda governmenta letter of apology 
and money compensation of 82000. 

Speaking of the Baltimore trouble, 
Egan said thatten days after tbe af- 
fair, noexplanation having been offered, 
he was instructed to aduress a aote to 
the Chilean government. He did so in 
the precise words of lis instructions, 
and immediately was mercilessly as- 
sailed by a section of the American 
press. The charge was made that the 
language was vuigar, violent and un- 
diplomatic, and showed a personal de- 


+.sire.on-his part to plunge the two coun- 
‘is. 


tries into war. ‘‘The fact 
Egan, ‘the telegram of instructions, 
whose exact wording I followed, was 
written by the hand of no less a person 
than the President of the United States. 
The Chileans were led to believe by this 
section of the American press that the 
people of this country unanimously con- 
demned the course I pursued. and owing 
to this belief allowed the controversy 
to go as far as.it did.’’ 

Egan, in conclusion, asserted that 
the relations between Chile and the 
United States today are more cordial 
than for half a century.

Homestead Strikers Apply for Work 
at the Mill. 


Some Promised Employment—A Large 
Number of Blacklisted Workmen 
Who Can Neyer Go Back on 
Any Terms,

Homestead, Nov. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The strike having been 
officially declared off, a great rush waa 
made this morning by strikers to get 
back to work. As early as 6 o'clock 
the rush began, and it kept the police 
busy handling the crowd. By 9 o’clock 
the rush was over, but the men con- 
tinued to go in twos and threes, and 
this doubtless will be kept up for days 
tocome. A large number were turned 
away, some with good prospects of se- 
curing their positions in the near 
future, while many were informed that 
they would be given no work under any 
circumstances. It is now plainly 
evident that the black list is quite long, 
and those whose names appear on the 
list will be forced to seek work else- 
where. 

PittssurGn, Nov. 2Y.—Speaking of 
the action of the Amalgamated lodges 
in declaring the Homestead strike off, 
National Secretary Kilgailon said 
today: ‘*The association is well satis- 
fied with the conduct of the men dur- 
ing the struggle.

The ‘‘shot-ltole” disease of the 
almond has been successfully prevented 
during the past season at very little ex- 

nse. The souring of figs is another trou- 
blesome disease which gives promise of 
being successfully prevented. 


THE PACIFic ROADS. 


Proposed Settleme t of the Government's 
Claims Against Them. 


Wasninctox, Nov. 21.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] The special report of 
Hon. A. Taylor, Commissioner of Rail- 
ways, relative to Senate bill No. 
751, providing for fanding the debt of 
which he has 


been received by Secretary Noble. The 


report, after reciting that’ bonds were 
issued in aid of these roads, closes thus: 

lam of the opinion that in view of the 
foregoing facts it wouid be sound business 
judgment to settle with the railroad com- 
panies and extend their debts under the 
provisions of the accompanying bill rather 
than to foreclose on the roads and seek re. 
imbursement for their cost to the Govern. 
ment, cither through their sale or opera- 
tion. Iam sure that when the facts of the 
situation are fully understood and the al- 
ternative of asettlementor a foreclosure 
are squarely presented. as it must be, Con- 
gress will decide and the people approve 
the decision that itis wise to make a set- 
tlement which promises to secure payment 
of all interest and part of the principal of 
the debts cach six monthe from the date of 
ahe settiement rather than to resort to 
foreclosure, that involves the additional 
investment of an amount equal to the 
original debt. Itis tyme to be getting that 
monev outof the bonded railroads rather 
than to pay more into them. 

By the passage of this bill the Govern- 
ment nothing. It waives no ex- 
isting rights, releases no present securi- 
tiles, impairs no existing cbligations. If 
the railroads refuse to accept it, or, accept- 
ing. neglect or refuse to comply with its 
provisions, the interests of the Government 


will not be in any way ~put in 
peril. If the railroad companies ac- 
cept and discharge their obligations 
under it, as they agree to do, then 


it would prove a happy solution of the 
question. Careful study of all the facts in 
the situation leads me tothe conclusion 
that the interests of the Government and 
people along the lines of the bonded roads 
would be best protected by such settlement 
as is provided forfin the amended bill sub- 
mitted herewith. 

This matter will be discussed by Sec- 
retary Noble in his forthcoming annual 
report, as no doubt it will be by the 
President in his annual message. 


The general purpose of the bill in. 


question is the extension of the debt to 
100 years with interest at 2 per cent., 
a certain. portion of the principal to be 
paic at the expiration of each six 
months during that time, so that at the 
end of 100 years the entire debt will 
have been extincuished. 

The Comniissioner suggests several 
amendments to the bil! as now stands, 
and thinks that, with such amendments, 
it would fully protect the interests of 
the Government and secure the entire 
payment of all money, principal and in- 
terest, due from the bonded roads. He 
does not believe that any measure fix- 
ing a shorter period of payment or 
higher rate of interest would be ac- 
cepted by the railway companies. He 


_thinks it useless for the Government to 


insist upon terms of settlement that the 
railroad Companies will not agree to, 
and folly for the companies to agree to 
conditions not warranted by their pres- 
ent financial condition or future pros- 

cts. No advantage can accrue to 
either party by their imposing, or the 
other agreeing to, conditions that will 
not, or cannot, be complied with. The 
railroad companies should be made to 

’”ay as rapidly as they can reasonably 

expected to earn the money to pay 
with, and the rate of interest fixed 
should be equal to the rate the Govern- 
ment is compelled to pay on its obliga- 
tions. Ali present security should be 
held, and such further security required 
to be given asthe companies have in 
their power to give. 

The Commissioner combats the propo- 
sition that the Government forclose its 
mortgages and take possession of the 
roads as wholly impracticable. There 
wasdue the United States on the

tral Pacific $55,089,112. The aver- 
age date of the maturity of the bonds is 
about July 1, 1897. First mortgage 
bonds were also issued which constitute

A SHAMEFUL SYSTEM. 


How Convicts are Treated in a Georgia 
Penitentiary. 

Atuanta (Ga.,) Nov. 21,—[By the As- 
sogiated Press.] Hon. W. H. Styles, a 
colored member of the Legislative Com- 
mittee on Penitentiary, makes public a 
letter giving a deplorable account of 
the penitentiary system of the State. 
Speaking of the Dade coal mines, where 
1000 convicts are employed, he says: 


Upon entering we found that great num- 
bers were sick from having to work in wa- 
ter in caves 300 feet under ground, where 


Water trickles down upon their heads and 


where they stand in water from ankle to 
knee deep all day long. Others are mashed 
and crippled by slate and coal which fall 
upon them from the blastings, from which 
they cannot escape. The gases are so stag- 
nated that itis utterly impossible for the 
benighted convicts to ever get pure air to 
breathe. Some were nearly naked and had 
to work and sleep in the same meager ap- 
parel in their wet condition, and there was 
a white prisoner who said he knew they 
would give him hell when we left, but he 
did not care if they did, for he would 
rather be dead and in bell than be there, 
forit could not be worse. It was impos- 
sible for our committee to get the full in- 
formation, which was. desired by the State, 
as to the condition of these sufferers, for 


they feared punishment when we were 
gone.

San Francisco, Nov. 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The Morning Call 
has had mtérviews with a number of 
Chinese merchants in this city, includ. 
in the secretary of the Six Companies, 
and they report that a financial crash 
is imminent in the Chinese quarter 
here. They say that the cause, which 
will result in failures or retirement 
from business of a large number of Chi- 
nese firms, is the exclusion law, with 
the expected deportation of those Chi- 
nese who fail to register. The secre- 


‘tary of the Six Companies says that it 


is likely that when the-Chinese new 
year arrives, in February next, the Six 
Companies will disband, and fully half 
the Chinese merchants of this city will 
go out of business. It is presumed, 
from these statements, that a large 
numoer of the wealthiest Chinese mer- 
chants here wiil soon leave the country 
and return home. 

One wealthy Chinese merchant said 
that firms in China, which had been 
backing the large Chinese houses here, 
had become alarmed by the anti-Chi- 
nese legislation in this country, and 
had concluded to withdraw their capital 
invested here. The same merchant, 
speaking of the decrease of the 
Chinese population on tlris coast, 
said that in the past year it 
had decreased one-third; that nota 
teamrer had sailed ‘from this port for 
China for months past that had not 
taken from three hundred to five hun- 
dred Chinese, and an average of less 


than fifty were coming here on 
steamers.

NEW MEXICO’S LOSS. 


Death of ex-Delegate Lona—His Career 
inthe Territory. 


Dexven, Nov. 21.—[By the Associ-" 


ated Press.| A special from Albuquer- 
que, N. M., says that after an illness of 


lone month with inflammation of the 


bowels, brought on from flux, . Hon. 
Tranquilino Luna died at his home in 
Peralta, Valencia county, yesterday 
morning, at 4 o'clock. His iliness 
came on when he was in Washington, 
D. C., and New York on business at the 
time of the cholera quarantine, and, 
fearing that he might be detained on 
the supposition that he had cholera, he 
did not attempt to check the disease 
till he reached home. Since then he 
has been reported better several times. 
but cach report would be followed next 
day by several relapses. The best phy- 
sicians of the Territory were consulted 
over his case, but to no avail. 

Deceased was a member of a wealthy 
and intivential family in New Mexico.

THE NATIONAL GRANGE. 


Farmers Urged to Give Support to 
the World’s Fair. 


Secretary Rusk’s Efforts to Aid Agricul- 


tare Commended—The Farmers Also 
Asked to Organize Against 
Money-lending Sharks. 


%y Telearaph to The Times. 

Concorp (N. H.,) Nov. 21.—[By the 
Associated Press.| At today’s session 
of the National Grange the Executive 
Committee in its report stated that 
American agriculture will be given 
prominence at the World's Fair worthy 
of its importance, and urges the farmers 


to unite with other associations in mak- | 


ing the exposition worthy of our coun- 
try and people. The committee at- 
tempted to secure loans for farmers on 
mortgages from New England, New 
York, Pennsylvania and Eurcpean agen- 


cies at 3 per cent., but failed. 


The report alluded in glowing terms 
to Secretary Rusk’s assistance to the 
farmers’ foreign trade in meal, corn 
and other products, and 1isks increased 
appropriations to extend the weather 
service still further among farmers and 
makes other recommendations. It re- 
views the depressed condition of agri- 
culture and says: 

The decrease of 50 per cent. in the value 
of farm lands and products in twenty-five 
years demands the careful consideration of 
the country. The farmersshould stand 
shoulder to shoulder in seeking relief. If 
his produets are reduced in price he should 
demand equal reduction in the price of 
what he buys or stop buying it for awhile, 
create as it were a lockout in trade. 
There must be an increase of circulation, 
It matters not whether gold silver or 
paper; more money is needed. Farmers 
should organize mortgage banks and bor- 
row moncy from the Government, charg. 
ing the farmers 2 or 3 per cent. on the 
loan and paying the Government half the 
amount received. If the farmer is to be 
robbed of his earnings he must be supplied 
with an increase of money. If the Grange 
could not do as much for agriculture as 
boards of trade do for commerce, then it 
failed in its object. 

A resolution was adopted favoring 
the immediate passage by Congress of 
laws to prevent the adulteration of all 
food products; urging the House to pass 
the Paddock bill, and calling on each 
State Grange master to direct the at- 
tention of his grange to this matter 
and use his best endeavors.to secure 
the passage of the Paddock bill. 

A resolution was also adopted asking 
the Government to see that American 
interests are protected in regard to the 
Nicaragua canal.

Mrs, Lease and the Senate. 

The discussion .of the question 
whether Mrs. Mary A. Lease is eligible 
toaseatinthe United States Senate 
may be somewhat premature, inasmuch 
as she is not elected yet, and she may 
encounter the same obstacle that pre- 
vents Victoria C. Woodhull from oc- 
cupying the White House. But, in Kan- 
sas, all things are possible. Maybe 
Mrs. Lease will retire to her couch 
along in the small hours of the morning 
one day this winter with the proud con- 
| sciousness that she is a United States 
Senator-elect. As to her right to hold 
a seat inthe upper house of Congress, 
the most diligent search of the Constitu- 


tion bas thus far failed to dis- 
‘close any inhibition, unless it be 
in section 8 of article IV, pre- 


scribing the qualifications of a Senator, 
which savs: ‘No person shall be a 
Senator . . . who shall not, when 
elected, be an inhabitant of that State 
for which he shall be chosen.”’ 

This amounts to nothing. Of: course 
the Senate is the judge of the qualifi- 
cations of its own members, andif a 
majority of that august body should vote 
that Mrs. Lease is not eligible, she would 
probably have to stay out, even if she 
had a certificate fromgthe Governor of 
Kansas in her hip pocket. As the 
forthcoming Congress is to be one of 
experiments anyhow, we see no reason 
why the Kansas bhegislature should not 
try the Lease experiment. along with 
the rest. The American peopie are 
fond of new things, and relish sensa- 
tions in politics above everything else. 
It would relieve the dull monotony of 
tariff tinkering and the reading of sev- 
eral volumes of Henry George, which 
will probably be employed as labor-sav- 
ing Democratic speeches, if there 
could be a womaninthecase. By all 


means, we want to see the experiment 
tried. 


Failure of the Homestead Strike. 

The flattening out of the Homestead 
strike, after five months of the most 
bitter controversy, marks another step 
in the retrogression of the trades-union 
policy in the United States, and may be 
counted as the beginning of the end. 
We do not mean to say that there will 
be an end of labor organizations, or 
that there should be, but the sooner the 
arbitrary and violent policy which most 
of these organizations have chosen to 
adopt is given up, the better it will be 
for all concerned. It is inevitable that 
the rule of dictation and force should, 
in time, accomplish its own defeat. 
The American way is not to accomplish 
negotiations through such high-handed 
proceedings, but by peaceful negotia- 
tions or the arbitrament of law. 

Now that the Homestead strike is 
ended, an inventory of its disastrous 
consequences ought to show even the 
simple-minded walking delegate that 
such things don’t pay. We re in- 
formed that the strike included 
at one time nearly ten thousand 
men, and that the loss in 


wages 
will reach the  neightorhood of 
$2,000,000. Only a part of these 
men get back their old places, 


and those who are left out will be in a 
deplorable situation, with no relief fund 
to draw upon for their support. The 
loss of the mill owners, it is said, will 
exceed the aggregate loss of the em- 
ployés, but they are rich and can better 
stand it. Then there is the loss of half 
a million dollars paid to State troops to 
preserve the peace and a great bill of 
expense for property destroyed and for 
the legal fights growing out of the 
strike. To cap the climax, thirty-five 
people have lost their lives in the bloody 
controversy, and many others are prob- 
ably maimed for life. 


It was.a losing business all the way 
round. And who is the gainer by it? 
Certainly nobody, unless it be the people 
who have vindicated the principle that 
when they own a business they have a 
right to control it without outside dic- 
tation. 

It should be remembered that this 
army of men struck and resorted to vio- 
lence, 
grievance of their own in the great ma- 
jority of cases, but because a new 
schedule was proposed which affected 
the wages of only thirty or forty oper- 
atives, and that not seriously. It is 
thus seen how great a price may be 
paid for standing up to the trades-union 
idea, right or wrong. The differences 
between the Carnegie Company and its 
employés might easily have been ad- 
justed without the loss of a day’s time 
ifthe proper spirit of conciliation had 
been shown at the outset. The claim of 
the company was that, by the introduc- 
tion of expensive labor-saving ma- 
chinery at their own cost, they had 
greatly increased the production per

Silver Threatened on Both Sides, 

There is one menace to silver which 
its most ardent friends have not taken 
into consideration as yet, but which 
may prove quite as serious as its demon- 
etization. We refer to the encroach- 
ment which the new metal, aluminum, 
is making in the arts. If silver is in 
time driven out of circulation and 
thrown entirely on its merits for manu- 
facturing purposes, and if then it is 
crewded out of this field by aluminum, 
the white metal of our fathers will cut 
a sorry figure, indeed. It will be 
‘‘dross,’’ and no mistake, and the mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of silver mining 
properties in the United States will not 
be worth the powder to blow them up. 
lt is said that the French are especially 
active in bringing aluminum forward in 
the manufacture of cutlery and nick- 
nacks of all kinds. Aluminum is de- 
riyed from various clays and from gran- 
ite, mica, feldspar and even from com- 


mon loam. It is more abundant than 
any natural mineral, and_ thus 
far the chief expense has been 
involved in extracting it. This 


process will doubtless be cheapened in 
time so that aluminum may be sold ata 
mere fraction ofghe cost of silver. It 
is almost as light as wood, and needs 
only to be made abundant and cheap to 
supersede iron in naval construction 
and fora thousand uses to which iron 
and steel are now put. It is easily 
worked, takes a high polish and is rion- 
corrosive, while its tensile, strength is 
great.

THE COLUMBIAN COLIN. 


Description of the First Souvenir 
Half Dollar Minted. 


Viewing the Interesting Operation at the 
Philadelphia Mint—Four Hundred 
of the Valuable Half Dollars 
Turned Out. 


[Special dispatch to the Chronicle.) 

Nov. 19.—Surrounded 
by a small party of eager and greatly 
interested men in the coining-room of 
the United States mint, Coiner W. 5S. 
Steele struck off by hand the first of 
the new Columbian half-dollar World's 
Fair souvenirs at precisely 10:30 
o'clock this morning. One hour and 


been placed in position aod were in the 
big machine. Three hundred and 
ninety-nine milled pieces of silver were 
placed in a receptable before the ma- 
chine, and at the end of five minutes 
more they had all been struck off. 

They are the prettiest coins that have 
ever been turned out of the mint, and 
the manner in which every portion of 
the work is plainly orought out is a fact 
in which everyone in the mint, from 
Superintendent Bosbyshell down, takes 
no little pride. 

Superintendent Bosbyshell, as soon 
as the first coin was struck off by hand, 
took possession of it, and after wrap- 
ping it carefully in soft tissue paper, 
inclosed it in a smail blue envelope, and 
marked it ‘First Columbian half-dol- 
lar.’’ Then he waited patiently until 
the four bundred@dth had passed between 
the dies. and that one, too, was laid 
away with an appropriate marking. 

Superintendent Bosbyshell held the 
first coin in his hand, while a reporter 
took a look atit. “I am to certify,’’ he 
said, ‘‘that this was the tirst. Then 
I'll have todo the same for the four 
hundredth, the fourteen} hundred and 
ninety-second, the eighteen hundred 
and ninety-second and the last. These 
are the ones for which so many fancy 


cate from me saying that they are such 
coins, willgo to whoever is the pur- 
chaser. Then he will know that he is 
getting just what he paid for.” 

This is an accurate description of 
the pew piece: On the obverse side, 
around the rim of the coin, and just in- 
side it are the words “United States of 
America, Columbian Half-Dollar,’’ with 
a head of Columbus in the center.”” On 
the reverse side around the rim are 
these words: ‘*World’s Columbian Ex- 
position, Chicago.”’ 

Just above the center is a representa- 
tion of Columbus's caravel, the Pinta, 
and another design showing the east- 
ern and western hemispheres. To the 
left of the western hemisphere are the 
figures ‘'14,’’ andtothe right of the 
eastern arethe figures ‘‘92,’’ the date 
of the year during which the new 
world was discovered. Finally under- 
neath is the date 1892, the four hun- 
dredth anniversary of the event. 

Director Ellsworth said that the 
World’s Fair Commission, and, in fact, 
everybody ‘all over the world, was 
waiting forthese coinsto be distrib- 
uted. ‘‘We have had so many appli- 
cations from banks and individuals for 
them,’’ he added, ‘that I think we 
could dispose of more than we will 
have. The whole number will be sent 
to Chicago and distributed over the 
country from that city.”’

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POLITICAL ECHOES. 


Fred Douglass Takes a Hopeful 
View of the Election. 
He Thinks Affairs in the South Could 
Not Be Much Worse. 


The Situation in Kansas Continues 
Decidediy Mixed. 


Macune Says That the Alliance Has Be- 
come a Third Party Machine—Mor- 
phy the Name of Senator His- © 
cock’s Probable Successor. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Wasuinoton, Nov. 21.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Hon. Fred Douglass has 
received so many inquiries since the 
election, from members of the colored 
race, who are anxious to learn his 
_views asto the probable effect of the 
. Democratic accession to power, that he 

has put his answer in the form of a 
printed circular. In this circular he 
expressed the opinion that those per- 
sons who apprehended a violent change 
for the worse, both in the general con- 
dition of the country and in that of the 
colored people, North and Soith, will 
find themselves agrecably surprised by 
the little differeuce the change in ad- 
ministration will make. 

There will, he thinks, be made by the 
new administration no disastrous as- 
sault upon the enterprise, industry and 
welfare of the country. Democrats 
will endeavor to overhaul the tariff, 
and in some cases changes will be 


made, but the principle of protection 


will neither be ignored or abandoned. 
As to the effect of the election of 


Cleveland upon the condition of 
the colored people of the South, 
Mr. Douglass says that he is 


free to say that he has his fears as well 
as his hopes. ‘One thing I may with 
safety say,’’ he adds. . ‘‘It will be very 
hard to make the condition in the 
South much worse than it is and has 
been during the present administra- 
tion.”’ 


POLITICS IN KANSAS. 


Combinations Proposed to Secure Control 
of the Legislature, 

Topeka (Kan.,) Noy. 21.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| The prospect of a 
Democrat in the Speaker’s chair of the 
Kansas Legislature is not improbable. 
There will be but three Democrats in 
the body and they will hold the balance 
of power, It is semi-officially an- 
nounced that the Democratic candidate 
will open headquarters ina day or two 
and make the race for the speakership. 
His name is Joseph Reenthai, and he is 
a banker of Santa Fé, Haskell county. 
A dicker with the Republican forces is 
reported, by the terms of which Reen- 
thal proposed to help. them organize 
the House. He thinks that the contest 
can te made successfully. This would 
mean a Republican successor to Senator 
Perkins. meenthal is opposed to fusion. 

The result of the vote on the proposi- 
tion to call a constitutional convention 
will probably have to be determined by 
the Supreme Court. With four counties 
to hear from 115,000 votes were cast 
for the convention and 114,000 
against. Itis not expected that the 
four counties will materially change the 
majorities, which, on the face of the 
returns, show thatthe proposition ‘has 
carried; but there are thousands who 
neglected to vote for oragainst. A 
strict interpretation of the Constitu- 
tion means that the people who neglect 
to vote either for or against the con- 
vention practically vote against it.

TAMING MULE DEER. 


THEY BECOME GENTLE AND FEAR- 
LESS IN DOMESTICATION. 


An Interesting Animal That e Traveler 
Often Finds Among the Pet Creatures 
of Western Farms—They Are Caught 
While Very Young. 


The mule deer is found in the Sierra 
Nevadas and Siskiyou mountains of north- 
ern California and eastward intothe Rock- 
ies, and also in the cascades of Oregon and 
Washington. They are very seldom seen 
west of the summit, where the black tail 
range. The latter somctimes cross the 
eastern slope, but are not found far in the, 
interior. The fawns of the mule deer can 
often be found during the latter part of 
May or early in June hidden in the dense 
thickets of the wooded mountain side, 
where they have been left by the doe. If 
their dainty hoof marks are seen in the 
soil they can be tracked, with considerable 
assurance of being found. 

When run upon they will lie very low 
and quict, their ears thrown back so as to 
lie flat on their shoulders, and their large, 
lustrous eyes watching every movement 
of the strange enemy. If one is cautious 
in his approach, advancing in a sidelong 
direction, he may sometimes get so near 
to them that by aquick’spring he can 
catch them. It must not be supposed, 
however, that this little creature is slow 
in getting up and starting off. Onthe con- 
trary, they are very active and make no 
ceremony in starting. A sudden spring 
raises and throws it forward at the same 
time. And forashort distance they are 
very fleet, but when quite young they soon 
tire and can be run down and caught, 
Their cry isa low, plaintive bleat, which 


certainly mcst arouse the sympathy of 
the rather hardened captor. 

The young do not run with the mother, 
but she goes to them a number of times 
during the day that they may suckle and 
then lesves them again. If you should 


chance upon them at this time they will | 


separate, the doe going up the mountain 
side, while a streak of flicked white and 
russet disappearing in the thicket marks 
the flight of the fawn. 

When captured they will struggle vio- 
lently for a little while, and their sharp 
hoofs will do some damage to one’s person 
orclothing. But they soon become recon- 
ciled to their new surrounding and are 
quite content. 

They are beautifully spotted, and these 
spots remain during most of the summer, 
but gradually disappear as the hair falls, 
and by the last of September have entirely 


disappeared and given place to the uniform | 


blue coat. 

The fawns soon learn to drink milk from 
a bottle having a rubber nipple, or even 
from an open vessel, but owing to their 
habit of butt ng while drinking the latter 


method of feeding is not always a safe one, | 


as the dish, milk and all are liable to be 
thrown into the lap of the feeder. Their 
appetites are vigorous and they will drink 
too much if allowed, which causes , 
tion and a weakened condition. , 
They become very gentle and are fond of 
going intothe house in search of any kuick- 
knacksthat may be given them, such as 
nuts, candies, fruits, etc. They kuow 
their masters or those who feed them and 
will follow them about the yard. They 
begin browsing early, grow quite fast, an 1 
the supply of milk can be gradually cut 
own. The leaves of the wild rose and 
arvis bushes are favorites with them, but 
the tender twigs and buds of various kinds 
are eaten, and they often graze on the 
meadows the same as sheep. They gener- 
ally feed late in the evening or early in 


the morning, preferring to lie in the shace |

and cool dark places during the heat of the 
day, away from the annoyance of flies and 
mosquitoes, 

They feed at night, especially during 
moonlight, but dark nights are more quict 
and.lie resting or sleeping under a tree or 
some rude cover. They will lie on the 
same spot n gbt after night, preferring 
this to a new bed each night. In their 
wahdering about, suould they run across a 
cabbage patch, their appetite is soon satis- 
fied with this dainty morsel. 

The males grow asmaill stub of an antler 
the first fall. This drops off the following 
winter and the new antlers start out about 
the middle of March. These grow rapidiy 
and are covered with the velvet most of 
the summer, drying and peeling off, or are 
torn off on the bushes avout the latter 
part of July, and by Sept. 1 the antlers are 
clear and fully grown. These remain un- 
tilthe following January and then drop 
off, sometimes nearly at the same time, or 
there may be several weeks between the 
time of the two being shed. 

The horns :.re often quite large the sec- 
ond autumn—that is, when the aniraal s 
ayear andahalf old, sometimes baving 
four points, but there may be only a spike. 
Little reliance can be placed on an estima- 
tion of the are from the number of points. 
The hoofs of .he animal in domestication 
grow long and are distorted, interfering 
considerably vith its fleetness and activity 
This is owing to their pot being worn of 
by the rough rocks of the mountain sides 
in travel, as in the wild state. 

The generel appearance of the animal 
when quiet and undisturbed is awkward. 
Its form is not symmetrical; its gait is a 
long, swinging stride. But when startled 
it becomes a thing of beauty; its whole fig- 
ure commands admiration. 

During the first year of its life its dispo- 
sition is gentle and inoffensive; it is play- 
ful and harmless, but as it grows older 
becomes more sullen and treacherous, and 
will often attack children or women, and 
4f it should get them down will stamp 
them with its front feet, or, jumping up 
and putting all four feet together, will 
come down, striking with all of them at 
once. It wili also attack with its horns. 
and as they grow to healthy proportions it 
can do considerable damage in this way. 
It is prone to use them ina brisk tussel 
with the clothesline or any flaunting rag 
that it imagines is defying it. - 

As sometimes happens, when in its moon- 
light rambles it comes across the previous 
day’s washing idly flapping in the night 
breeze, it will strike at the garments with 
its feet, and the good housewife next 
morning finds the shirts and various other 
articles slit from end to end, and hanging 
in halves and different shapes along the 
line. But not always is the battle to the 
brave or the strong. If during the fierce 
attack the line should break and become 
fastened around the antlersof the brave 
charger there is a change of programme. 

The line and its array of ghostly forms 
now becomes the attacking party, and 
follows close the retreating and thoroughly 
frightened monarch of the forest. flopping 
and striking at every bound, producing a 
scene of the wildest confusion and most 
laughable nature. At the finish the deer 
is the most exhausted and subdued, if not 
the more Gilapidated, of the two.—Forest 
and Stream. :

“BLACK JOHN.” 


The Dead Man's Identity Not Yet 
Established. 


He Attempted a Confidence Swindle 
at Pomona Last Week, 


—= 


the Name of J. & 
of Bryan, Tex. 


When He Ga 


The Body Viewed at the Morgue by Several 
Hundred People, None of Whom 
Coald Identify Him—Tho 
Inquest. 


The unknown man who signed him- 
self “Black John” in his alleged con- 
fession made just before taking a fatal 
dose of morphine Sunday morning in 
his room at the Albemarle on South 
Main street, was viewed by hundreds 
of people at the morgue yesterday 
morning, but no one seemed to be able 
to identify him. 

Quite a number of divorced women 
and deserted wives were among the 
spectators, and each one entered the 
presence of the dead in fear and trem- 
bling. All had read the cranky letter 
in yesterday's Times, in which the fel- 
low claimed to have been married thir- 
teen times, and all were anxious to get 
a peep at the would-be hero. 

All but one turned away with a sigh 
of relief when they failed to recognize 
their missing lord, except a Miss Jennie 
Lelande, who was quite sure that she 
recognized the suicide in the person of 
the notorious Dr. Floyd of San Fran- 
cisco, whom she married two years ago, 
but was compelled to leave him shortly 
after when she found out his true 
character. She stated to Coroner Wel- 
don that the dead man strongly re- 
sembled her husbund, and, when shown 
some samples of his handwriting, she 
was quite positive that Floyd and 
“Black John’? are one and the same 
pertson. 

Shé was mistaken, however, for the 
man fails in every respect to answer 
the description of the muchly-married 
San-Francisco quack. Dr. Floyd is a 
decided blonde and the thumb on his 
left hand is missing. 

Several merchants thought they rec- 
ognized the suicide as a man who had 
been in the city several weeks with a 
woman who always wore a biack vell, 
but in this they also are mistaken, for 
the fellow was in Pomona last week 
ané left that city Friday morning last. 

He landed in that city from Texas 
about a week ago, and had letters of in- 
troduction to an old gentieman named 
Kiefer. The letters are supposed to 
be from relatives of Mr, Kiefer’s who 
live in Texas. 

Mr. Kiefer took the fellow to his 
house and was making his visit as pleas- 
antas possible, when the rascal at- 
tempted to swindle him out of $600. 

When “Black John’’ failed in his 
plans he left for this city and gat on a 
big drunk, and as he was fiat broke he 
took a dose of morphine after writing 
out his drunken statement. 

The jury found that he came to his 
death from a dose of morphine taken 
with suicidal intent. 

The body was delivered to the Los 
Angeles Medical College. 


“BLACK JOHN" AT POMONA. 


A Clever Swindle Which He Attempted to 
Work. 

Tae ‘Times Pomona correspondent 
last night sent the following account of 
“Black John’s’? doings in that city: 

“Black John"’ undoubtedly came from 
Bryan, Tex., for he knows many people in 
thatcity. He wasin Pomona Wednesday 
and Thursday of last week, and but for the 
fact that Peter Kiefer, one of Pomona's 
well-to-do citizens, happened to be in Chino 
Wednesday, “Black Join’ would probably 
have had $500 and would Have been hunt- 
ing for wife No. 14. He had laid one of 
the smoothest games for a swindle that 
anyotre could wish for. On Wednes- 
day morning he went to the house 
of Mrs. C. L. Kaufer, Mrs. Kief- 
er’s daughter, and presented a _let- 
ter purporting to be from William 
Koppe of Bryan, Tex., whois Mr, Kiefer's 
son-in-law. Presenting the letter to Mrs. 
Kaufer, he was informed that Mr. Keifer 
was in Chino, and would not return till the 
afternoon. “Black John"’ was not at all 
putout. He chatted very freely with Mrs. 
Kaufer, telling her all about her many 
friends in Bryan, from which place she 
and her father came over a year ago. 
“Black John" gave the name J. S. Jordan, 
and represented that he was Koppe's book. 
keeper in Bryan, and had come out to col. 


lect adebt for Lim. The letter is as fol. 
lows: 


“BRYAN (Tex.,) Nov. 5, 1892. 

“Friend Kiefer: This will introduce to 
you my friend, Mr. J. S. Jordan, who has 
been employed by me as bookkeeper for 
over one year. He has an invalid mother, 
who is advised by her physicians to go to 
California for her health, and for this rea- 
son he leaves me to go with her to Los An- 
geles. Ihave engaged Mr. Jordan to at- 
tend to some business for me with a man bv 
the name of Reid, who ran away from Leon 
county, this State, owing me about $800, 
last year. He lives at Newhall, about 
twenty-five or thirty miles above Los Ange- 
les, where he owns some property, and he 
has offered to sell me a lot which he claims 
to be worth $2000, if I would pay him the 
difference between his note and interest 
and this amount. Now, I have instructed 
Mr. Jordan to go and see the property and 
find then if he thought it would pay me to 
take it by paying Reid $400 ér $500 to do 
so. Iknow thatif I do not take the lot I 
will never get anything, and if Mr. Jordan 
succeeds in making the trade by not paving 
out over $500, I want vou to let him have 
this amount, and so soon as he reports to 
ine I willsend the money back to you. If 
Mr. Jordan gets the money from you he 
will give you a receipt, and if you desire, 
he can also make a sight draft on me in 
your favor. Yours truly, 

“WILLIAM KopPPE, 

“Witness: A. H. HARBERS."’ 

The letter is given verbatim, and it will 
be seen there are very few errors in it. 
The handwriting is even, and a plain busi. 
ness as ecasy to read as print. The 
signature is a forgery of Mr. Koppe's 
name, but a verv clever one; and the fam- 
lly pronounce it almost perfect, except that 
the “pis not made enough like the Ger- 
man letter. A.H. Harbers, whose name is 
forged as a witness, is also one of Mr. 
Koppe's clerks, and the signature is also a 
clever piece of work. The letter was writ- 
ten on paper bearing Koppe's letterhead 
and card, andthe paper was un 


: doubtedly 
stolen from his office. When Jordan pre- 
sented the letterto Mr. Kiefer it passed

In the mean- 
time Jordan's suspicions were aroused and 
he left for Los Angeles. Mr. Kiefer con- 
sulted W. A. Bell, Eaq.., of Pomona. and was 
informed that Koppe's name would have to

Sunday night, when in looking over 
the effects of the suicide, a book was 
found, with the name “Ed. F. Black- 
shear, Bryan, Tex.,’’ on one of the 
pages. A telegram was sent to the edi- 
tor of the Bryan Pilot, asking for par- 
ticulars concerning the nan. Yester- 
day the following was received: 

BRYAN, Tex., Nov. 21. 


To The Timea, Los Angeles, Ca!.: Kuow 
nosuch man. Ed. F. Blackshear is here. 
PILOT. 


There is no donbt but what the dead 
man had been in Bryan, Tex., but he 
probably went under some alias, and 
perhaps stole the book from Blackshear 
when he left. 


TWO INQUESTS. 


Inquiry into the Death of Mrs. S. C. White 
~—Another Case. 

Coroner Weldon held an inquest on 
the remains of Mrs. 8. C. White, who 
committed svicide in her room, at No. 
518 Regent street, last Sunday. 

Several witnesses were sworn, but 
nothing new was developed. The wo- 
man was jealous, and when her husband 
told her Saturday night that he was go- 
ing to the lodge, and she learned subse- 
quently that phere was no meeting that 
night she degided to take her life. 

The jury found that she took an over- 
dose of morphine with suicidal intent. 
HEARP DISEASE. 

Yesterday morning Coroner Weldon 
held an inquest on the remains of J, 
Fischer, an old man who was found 
dead in his room at the lodyging-house 
No. 120 South Main street, Sunday 
evening. The old man came here from 
Texas a few days ago, and died from 
heart disease.

Warbles of Cattle. 
{American Agriculturist. 

This disease, which is caused by the 
presence of the larva of the cattle bot 
fiy, has only recently been fully under- 
stood. It is now known that the fly 
lays its eggs on the legs and flanks of 
the cattle, much in the same way as it 
does on horses. Its habits are thus 
much the same as those of the horse bot 
fly, except that instead of going di- 
rectly ihto the stomach, as this does, 
and remaining fhere, it is licked off by 
the cow’s tongue and swallowed, and 
the young larva bores its way through 
the tissue until it reaches the loins, 
where it encysts itself and forms the 
well-known swellings that appear on 
the cattle. When the history of the 
pest is known the remedy is more clear. 


| And this is to look out for the eggs (on 


the horses as well) and wash them off 
with asponge dipped in kerosene oil, 
not permitting the oil to reach the skin 
under the hair. If all would take these 
precautions the pests would soon be- 
come scarce.

Tee City Council Meets in Regular 
Session. 


A Detinite Western Boundary Line to Be 
Established—Notes from Hotel San 
Guabriel—An Entertainment for 
Homeless Children, 


The City Council met in regular session 
at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. Presi- 
dent Weed presided and all the Trustees 
were present. 


The minutes of the previous meeting 
were read and approved. 

The following timely communication was 
read from Capt. C. M. Simpson: | 

“I desire to call your attention to the 
fact that the western boundary line of our 
city has never been established upon any 
ascertained or fixed line, but simply the 
‘western bank of the Arroyo Séco.’ You 
can readily see that within the time since 
the organization of the city, atay sale of 
property situated upon our western border 
or boundary line, which line is shifted al- 
most every year by the washing of the 
Soods, is, to say the least, avery uncertain 
thing. Also in the matter of the assess- 
ment of property within the city and abut- 
ting upon the western line, it ie simply an 
ancertainty as to what portion is inside the 
tity limits, for the reason that opinions 
jiffer as to what constitutes the ‘western 
bank of the Arroyo Séco.’ I would respect- 
fully suggest thatif you regard this sug- 
gestion of any importance, you order the 
tity engineer to make a survey of said line, 
taking as his basis the old western line of 
the San Pasqual ranch, and have a special 
act of the Assembly this winter establish- 
Ing and confirming that line as our west- 
ern boundary.”’ 

Thomas F. Croft was granted permission 
to put a new shake roof on his building on 
Kansas street near Raymond avenue. 

City Engineer Sedwick submitted a re- 
port stating that the street-car tracks at 
the corner of Los Robles avenue and Cali- 
fornia street are about three inches above 
the established grade of the street. 

The City Engineer also reported that the 

utter work on California street had all 

een done in a first-class manner, except 
the cement mortar used in a portion of the 
work, which was not set in satisfactory 
style. This defect the contractor promised 
to set right. 

A resolution was passed extending the 
thanks of the board to Capt. Simpson for 
his suggestions with regard to establishing 
a definite western boundary line for the 
city, and for his promised assistance fn se- 
curing a settlement of the question from 
the State Legislature. The City Engineer 
was instructed to make a survey and pre- 
pare a map in accordance with the sugges- 
tions, he 

‘ine ordinance requiring that all laun- 
dries and wash-houses be connected with 
the sewer system was laid on the table in- 
aefinitely. 

J.D. Yocum again addressed the board, 
urging the importance of the city and 
county accepting the Linda Vista bridge 
that spans the arroyo north of Mr. Sco- 
ville’s park. Mr. Yocum stated that the 
estimate for keeping the bridge in repair 
had been overestimated, and he offered the 
suggestion that the Council appoint a time 
to meet the county supervisors to talk over 
the matter. Friday merning next at 9:30 
o'clock was fixed upon as the time for such 
meeting. 

A resolution was passed ordering a ce- 
ment sidewalk and curbing, anda cobble 
stone gutter be laid on the south side of 
Chestnut street between Raymond and Fair 
Oaks avenues. 

The Committee on Auditing and Finance 
reported favorably on bills to the amount 

_ of $165.57. The report was approved and 
the necessary warrants ordered drawn. 

An ordinance establishing the grade of 
Locke Hayen street was declared read for 

‘the first time. 

The meeting.then adjourned.

Largely Attended Meeting of the 
County Teachers’ Institute. 


Representatives Present from Almost 
Every Section—Riverside Postmaster- 
ship—The Redlands Fruit-grow- 
ers’ Association. 


SAN BERNARDINO. 

Nearly every school teacher in this 
county wasin attendance yesterday at the 
} opening day of the San Bernardino County 

Teachers’ Institute. The meetings are 
held in the First Methodist. Episcopal 
Church building, the large auditorium ‘of 
which was filled with teachers and the 
friends of the public school system. The 
institute was called toorder by County 
Superintendent G. W. Beattic at 10 o'clock 
a.m., and with a few well-chosen words de- 
clared the institute ready for business. 
The first speakeron the programme was 
Miss Parmenter, of the Chico Normal 
school, whose subject was, ‘The Moral 
Element in Education.’' She claimed that 
the moral element was of the greatest in- 
trinsic value in education, and that by our 
present process of making it but incidental 
in teaching a great wrong is done the child. 
Moral teaching. she maintained, should be 
given a specified place in the regular pro- 
gramme of the day's work just as much as 
arithmetic or geography. It can be effect- 
ually accomplished in connection with lit- 
erature. 

Prof. Wyckoff was the next instructor, 
and gave an illustration of his,.method of 
teaching music to the youngest pupils, con- 
sisting of elementary work. 

For more than an hour Prof. Earl Barnes 
of Stanford University spoke upon ‘The 
Moral Element in the Teaching of History.”’ 
and his talk was followed with intense in- 
terest. He said that the teacher of his- 
tory. like the practitioner at the bar, 
should present his best evidence, but should 
not warp the evidence by opinion not in 
keeping with that evidence. He read 
translations from the Norman account of 
the discovery of America, and questioned 
the institute upon the evidence it con- 
tained. He then spoke of the necessity of 
that in the teacher which enables him to 
properly weigh evidence in presenting his- 
tory to the child. 

In the afternoon Miss Parmenter opened 
the session with a paper on ‘‘Reading,’’ in 
which she emphasized the necessity of 
pointing out the thought intended to be 
conveyed by the text. 

Prof. Wyckoff then gave another illustra- 
tion of his method of instruction in music, 
using the institute teachers as a class. 
Prof. Barnes then gave a talk upon the 
“Study of the Child,’ illustrating with a 
drill upon the teachers. He brought out 
the fact that in answer to questions pro- 
pounded to children, 90 per cent. would 
speak in reply in such way as to carry the 
impression ot utility rather than form, 
color or place. In these talks and at the 
close interesting and animated discussions 
wereindulgedin. The institute continues 
today and tomorrow.

San Diego is taking the lead in two very 
@ommendablie enterprises. As far as I 
know both are original with the ladies of 
San Diego. The first is called the “Mutual 
Improvement Club,"’ and was organized in 
August last. with rooms at the corner of 
State and Bstreets. The object is to assist 
young women and girls who are employed 
most of the time, to cain an edtcation. 
Miss Waterman, daughter of the late Gov. 
Waterman, is president of the club, Belle 
Frazee, vice-president and seoretary, and 
Mra. L. F. Doolittle treasurer, Classes are 
held earth afternoon and evening in music, 
painting. drawing, stenography and several 
Other usetul branches. The fee is but 25 
cents per month, the club being enabled to 
render their services thus cheaply on ac- 
count of the service of many teachers being 
donated. Soon it is intended to add cook. 
ing and other practical branches to the 
list of studies. It is a most worthy and 
commendable undertaking, and San Diego 
ladies richly deserve the encomtums they 
receieve for their charitable and helpful 
endeavors. 

The other enterprise which I mentioned, 
and which is exclusively inthe hands of 
ladies, is sericulture. Itis not generally 
known that the cultivation of the silk worm 
and the reeling and spinning of his glossy 
product has been the object of a reguiarly 
organized association of ladies in this city. 
Such is the case, nevertheless, and many a 
San Diego lady wears a lace collar which is 
the productof her own fale hands even 
from the catching and feeding of the moth, 
the Care of the eggs, the hatching of the 
larve, the care of the worm, and the 
spinning of the silk to the crochetting or 
knitting of the lace. On Thursday last 
their annual meeting for the election of 
officers was held, and the old officers were 
all reélected. The president made her re- 
port, showing that during the past year 
several of the ladiés had mastered the art 
of spinning commercial silk, whereas, one 
vear ago, only one could doit. Others have 
learned to make all the different kinds of 
sewing andembroidering silk, alsosilk varn 
and surgeon's silk. One lady has invented 
and patented a silk reel which it is fully 
expected will soon be in use in all the 
factories of the country. The report of 
the corresponding secretary showed that 
sixteen packages of silk-wormeggs had 
been sentto differént places and, also, that 
more than $20 worth of commercial silk 
had been sent out to different factories and 
had brought back words of highest praise 
for San Diego silk.

CONCERNING “BILLY.” 

NATIONAL, Nov. 20. 1892.—[To the Edi- 
tor of THe Times.|] Your San Diego cor- 
respondent, in referring to Statesman 
“Billy’’ Carlson, who was elected Assembly- 
man inthe city district onthe day of the 
Jate landslide, Snegiects to mention salient 
features of Billy's career that tend to 
throw a headlight, as it were, upon the 
probable future course of the able states. 
man. 

“Billy” first dropped down on San Diego 
in March, 1885, just atthe time when the 
late lamented boom was beginning to mani- 
fest itselfin the bay region. His first San 
Diego engagement was as local editor of 
the Sun, thencontrolled by Warren Wilson. 
This engagement lasted about a week, at 
the end of which time Mr. Wilson found it 
agreeable to terminate it. Billy has aiways 
done business chiefly on his imagination 
and is of a credulous turn, or was at that 
time. One day during his career as local 
editor a wag put him onto what Billy re- 
garded as a first-class **scoop,’’ which Billy 
made haste to make the most of. it was 
at a time.when the irrigation question was 
becoming a rather live ome, and the wag 
explained to Billy that anew method had 
been discovered that was especially adapted 
to San Diego and vicinity. The plan 
was to cultivate the ice plant between 
rows and when the trees needed moist- 
ure to run a heavv roller over the ice plant 
and squeeze the juice out. Billy wrote it 
up in his most exuberant style, but when 
the editor saw the copy he rejected it. and 
Billy went with the copy. Billy actually 
thought there were millions in the ice-plant 
scheme. 

Billy was the prince of boomers, and al- 
ways had a brass band brayiog around his 
real estate office. On this clection day he 
had the band out as usual.. All day long, 


perched on top of an omnibus, the band pa- 
raded the streets electioneering for Billy.

Everybody was surprised. When any one

Several Lively Discussions During 
the Session.

The hands of the big clock in the 
chamber of the City Hall pointed 
to fifteen minutes past 10 o'clock 
yesterday morning when President 
Bonsall called the Council to order, 
and the clerk read the minutes of the 
previous meeting. 

THE MAYOR'S MESSAGE. 

The Mayor returned without his ap- 
provalthe ordinance granting a fran- 
chise for a smelting works, to be lo- 
cated in the city limits, as heretofore 
published in Tug Times. 

Councilman Rees said he believed 
thata man suffering under the worst 
attacks of ‘‘jim jams’’ could hardly, im- 
agine a more direful list of calamities 
than that furnished in His Honor’s com- 
munication. Councilman Rees then of- 
fered a short talk in. defense of the 
smelting project, urging that the objec- 
tionable features could but be slight as 
compared with the enormous bene‘its 
which would surely accrue. 

Mr. Collins from the East Side was 
present to offer a protest against the 
erection of the smelting works adjacent 
to his district. He asked that the 
Council postpone final action in the 
matter until the disagreeable effects 
could be definitely determined. | 

Councilman Nickel said he believed 
that the citizens should be considered in 
the matter, but quoted his own exper- 
ience of residence in the vicinity ofa 
large smelting works at Pueblo, directly 
contrary tothe Mayor’s opinion. He 
then moved that the vote by which the 
Mayor was authorized to sign the con- 
tract granting the franchise be recon- 
sidered. The motion prevailed. 

Several members of the smelting 
company were present and stated their 
position in a very favorable light, which 
undoubtedly changed materially the 
sentiment of the councilmen, if they 
ever had any doubts on the subject. 

It was then ordered that the matter 
go over three weeks for investigation. 
REQUISITIONS AND MOTIONS. 

Requisitions, as approved by the Sup- 
ply Committee, were allowed with one 
limitation, which came in the matter of 
incidental expense. 

Councilman ‘Tufts moved that the 


City Engineer establish line of side- | 


walks and grade of same on Twenty- 
third street, to conform with that on 
Grand avenue. Carried. 

Councilman Innes moved that the 


Street Superintendent further be 
structed to lower the gutter on North’ 


Main street, opposite Chinatown, to do 
away with the pool of stagnant water 
which collects there, and also that the 
Superintendent of Streets be instructed 
to take the necessary steps to abate the 
nuisance on Lake Shore avenue, at 
Bellevue avenue and First street, caused 
by the sipage from reservoir No. 4. 
The first clause of the motion was cir- 
tied, and the latter also went through 
with the condition that the expense 
shall not exceed $100. 
OPPOSED TO A DOUBLE TRACK. 

Hon. W, H. Workman appeared be- 
fore the Council in behalf of the people 
of the Seventh, Eighth and Ninth 
Wards, to offer a protest against the 
granting of permission to the Southern 
Pacitic Railroad Company to lay a 
double track on Alameda street. 

The protest, Mr. Workman said, con- 
tained 850 names, and he read the 
same, as follows; 


To the honorable Mayor and Council of the 
city of Los Angeles—-GENTLEMFEN: We, the 
undersigned citizens and taxpayers of the 
Seventh, Eighth, Ninth and southern por- 
tien of the First Wards of the city, respect- 
fully and earnestly protest against the 
granting of another or double track to the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company on 
Alameda street. 

The granting of said franchise would not 
only greatly depreciate the value of our 
property, but virtually confiscate the same 
to the benefit of this great corporation,.be- 
sidés the continuous moving of trains both 
Ways will be a constant menace to the lives 
of our families, and seriously retard the 
growth ef our section of the city. Travel 
will be greatly interrupted and the cabie, 
electric and horse cars continually detained, 
tothe great annoyance of the citizens of 
the entire city, who are compelled to travel 
to the Santa Fé and Terminal Railroad 


| depots. 


We sincerely appeal to your honorable 
body to protect our lives, our homes and 
our firesides from the further encroach- 
ment of this gigantic corporation. 

The present franchise of said Southern 


Pacific Railroad Company for one track on. 


Alameda street is clearly unconstitutional 
and illegal, as the Council and Legislature 
had no power to grant a perpetual fran- 
chise to any company. We, therefore,-re- 
spectfully and earnestly ‘request your 
honorable body to commence an action at 
once against said Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company before the courts so that atime 
may be specified by which the present 
track of said railroad company may be re- 
moved from Alameda street to the river 
front, where it properly belongs. In duty 
bound your petitioners will ever pray. 

Mr. Workman then spoke at some 
length in favor of his protest, saying 
the railroad company wanted the earth, 
and charging that the petition had been 
clandestinely referred tothe Board of 
Public Works. 


It appeared that the petition of the 
company had been ‘turned in to the 
Board of Public Works without reading 
before the Council, and it was moved 


| and carried that the same be taken out 


hands of tlie board and presented 
before.-fhe Council: as a‘whole. The 
motion was carried and the petition 
then offered for reading. 

The petition of the Southern Pacific 
Company was filed November 14, and 
says that in order to enable it to prop- 
erly conduct its business it has become 
necessary to have a double-track road 
from San Fernando street depot along 
San Fernando, Mission and Alameda 
streeta.southerly to the southern charter 
boundary of the city, and from the 
point where the Santa Monica branch 
of the Southern Pacitic Railroad in- 
tersects the western boundary of the 
city; thence easterly alone the line of 
said railroad, as now constructed, to 
San Pedro street; thence leaving said 


| line and crossing San Pedro street and 


extending easterly.to Alameda street at 
or near the southern charter boundary. 
It is further set forth that under the or- 
dinances the company has unreserved 
and unrestricted right to use said 


streets frem San Fernando street depot 


to Commercial street. and the right to 
lay other tracksthereon. Also that pe- 
titioner proposes to acquire a new. right 
of way for its Santa Monica branch 
road commencing near the point where 
said branch road at present enters San 
Pedro street, and thence running east- 
erly to Alameda street to a point near 
the southera boundry and be enabled to 
remove its track from San Pedro, Pine 
and intersecting streets, and surrender 
the same to public use. Petitioner 
also offers in return for the double-track 
privilege to grade between curb lines, 
Alameda from Sixth to the boundry of 
the city. It is stated by the railroad 
people that there is no opposition on 
the part of property-owners along Ala- 
meda street tothe double track asked 
for, and that, if necessary, a majority of 
the frontage to their petition can be 
secured. Itis further stated that two 
tracks willdo no more damage than one, 
as there will be no increase in the num- 
cer of trains, and itis merely for the 
convenience of the company, which al- 
ready hasa right for a double track 
from the San Fernando-street depot to 
Commercial street. 

On the conclusion of the reading 
Councilman McGarry moved that the 
matter be referred to committee of the 
whole, when Councilman Rees moved 
that the request be denied, and that the 
railroad company not onlv be forbidden 
to lay a double track on Alameda street, 
but that all legal steps be taken to- 
ward compelling the removal of the 
single track now thereon. 

After much discussion a counter mo- 
tion prevailed, referring the matter to 
committee of the whole in conjunction 
with the City Attorney. 

The City Attorney reported, pre- 
senting deeds for certain rights-of-way 
for sewer purposes, and, upon his rec- 
ommendation, the same were ordered 
recorded.

The latter bids were all referred to 
the Zanja Committee.

This will necessitate an action in the name 
of the people (permission first having been 
obtained from the Attorney General), and 
Irecommendthat the same be instituted 
atonce.

THE WORLD'S FAIR. 


A Grand Display of Citrus Fruits from Cal- 
ifornia. 

As the chief of horticulture wants to 
open his department May 1, 18938, with 
a grand display of citrus fruits from 
California, it'stands every citrus grower 
in hand to make an effort to have fine 
specimens of his products displayed on 
that dav, us more people will see it 
than on any other during the fair. 

Arrangements are being made to give 
California extra space for this exhibit 
by using space of other States that will 
not be occupied until later in the vear, 
thus giving ample opportunity to make 
an imposing and attractive display, and 
one that, when once seen, will never be 
forgotten. Of all exhibits made by 
Southern California this should be the 
one, and no grower can afford to let the 
opportunity pass without contributing a 
few boxes, at least. 

In making contracts with buyers tor 
growers should reserve so many trees 
or boxes forthis exhibit and gather 
them only as needed for regular ship- 
ments, so as to keep.up a creditable 
display. Fresh fruit wili necessarily 
have to be shipped every week until 
fruit is exhausted. In gathering the 
fruit only a portion should be taken 
from the trees atone time. That which 
is left will improve and be in better 
condition for next shipment. 

Each county World’s Fair organiza- 
tion will arrange a depot for collecting 
this fruit and make such arrangements 
as may be necessary for handling the 
same. Due credit will be given each 
grower for his exhibit, and special at- 
tention paid to arranging his fruit as 
directed. 


A Well-known Writer in the City. 

Hamlin Garland, the well-known 
apostle of the Farmers’ Alliance, also 
president of the American Psycholog- 
ical Society, isin the:city. He is the 
author of *‘An Average Man,”’ published 
some time since in the Arena. ‘Jason 
Edwards’’ and ‘‘Member of the Third 
House.’’ Bis books portray Western 
life largely. Mr. Garland is a Bos- 
tonian, and isa mild-voiced, soft-eved, 
dark-complexioned man, who evidently 
has a horror of society. He is en route 
for Santa Barbara, but will spend 
some two weeks in Southern Cal- 
ifornia before going North.

After visiting San Francisco, Mr. Gar- 
land will return to Los Angeles and 
will give a public reading from his 
books, either under the auspices of the 
Unity or Ruskin Art Club. 


Accident at Santa Paula. 

A serious accident occurred at Santa 
Paula Sunday evening. Miss Demerus 
and her guardian, L. Skillinger, while 
crossing the railroad track at Mill 
Street were run into by the 6:30 train.

The Third Trial of Wong Ark 
| Concluded. 
The Fate of the Wily Heathen tr 
the Hands of the Jury. 


Decision by Judge Van Dyke in the 
Tucker-Chown Case. 


A Deed Made in Contemplation of Death 

Cannot Be Changed by 

. The Usual Routine Basiness 
Disposed of, 


Parole— 


The third trial of the Wong Ark mur- 
der case was concluded yesterday, but 
the fate of the wily Chinese defendant 
is still in the hands of the jury, the 
members of that body being apparently 
unablé to determine the weighty ques- 
tion as to whether the crime merits 
the death penalty or that of imprison 
ment for life. 

The case was argued yesterday by 
Deputy District Attorney Phibbs, whe 
opened for the prosecution with a briei 
but convincing review of the proofs 
which pointed to Ark as the murderer 
of the woman Goot Gue. He was fol 
lowed by the defendant's counsel 
James M. Damron, Esq., who made a 
forcible defense of his client. The 


closing address, which was made by 


District Attorney McLachlan, was a 
powerful appeal to the jurors to see 
that justice was meced out for the 
crime which had been committed, but 
with as much fairness as would charac- 
terize the trial of a white man under 
similar circumstances. 

The matter was finally submitted to 
the jury at 4 o'clock, but, as’ nothing 
had been heard from that body at 10 
o'clock, Deputy Sheriff McClure es- 
corted his charges to bed. 

DECISION UPON AN IMPORTANT LAW POINT. 

Judge Van Dyke rendered his deci- 
sion yesterday morning in the case of 
William P. Tucker, trustee, etc., vs. 
Ellen G. Chown et al, an action te 
foreclose a mortgage, ordering judg- 
ment forthe plaintiff, in accordance 
with the following opinion renderec 
therein: 

The authority upon which the plaintif 
acts is conferred by an instrument executed 
by Sarah Jane Weirin her lifetime. In a 
proceeding directly attacking that instru. 
ment, it was adjudged inthis court to be 
valid and operative as adeed of trust. It 
was executed and delivered on February 
19, 1888, and the trustee therein named. 
the plaintiff in this action, at the time ac: 
cepted the trust by indorsement upon the 
deed. On Februarv 26 following, seven 
days after the execution of the instrument, 
said Sarah Jane Weir died, 

It is claimed on the part of the® defend. 
ants, Chown and Robbins, that the gifi 
mentioned inthe instroment in question 
was madein contemplation of death, and 
was therefor subject to be revoked. It 
does not so appear upon its face, or in 
terms, and itis held in Mowry vs. Heney 
(86 Cal. 471,) wherein it was claimed and 
found by the trial court that the deed 
there in question was made in contempla- 
tion of death, thatthe terms of the writ- 
ten instrument could not be changed by 
parol. Thecourt says: 

‘Here was an absolute deed to the prop- 
erty delivered to the grantee. Its legal ef- 
fect was to vest in the plaintiff the title to 
the property, free from any conditions. 
The effect of the finding, if upheld, is to 
vary the terms ot the deed and render it 
one, upon condition and defeat its opera- 
tion, by parol proof of the intention, upon 


‘the part of the grantor, that it should have 
an effect different from that upon its face.’ 


This cannot be done.”’ 

Referring to Devlin on Deeds, page 284, 
and quoting from the same as tollows: 
“If it has been executed and delivered, its 
effect is determined by its language. When 
so executed and delivered, its legal effect 
as tothe passing of ‘title is not altered by 
the fact that one object of the transaction 
was to save the expense and trouble of ad- 
ministration upon the grantor’s estate 
after his death; and where a grantor exe- 
cuted a deed, for this purpose, to his wife 
the fact that she placed the'deed after de- 
livery where her husband, equally with 
herself could haye access to it, does not 
change its legal effect as aconvevyance. A 
deed cannot be delivered to a grantee as an 
escrow. Hf it be delivered to him i¢ be- 
comes an operative deed, freed from any 
conditions not expressed in the déed itself, 
and delivery vests the title in him, though 
this may be contrary to the intention of 
the parties. One of the grounds upon 
which the rule is based is, that parol evi- 
dence is inadmissable to show that the 
deed was to take effect upon condition. If 
it be intended that it shall not take effect 
until some subsevuent condition shall be 
performed, or some subsequent event shall 
happen, such condition must be inserted in 
the deed itself, or else it must not be deliv- 
ered to the grantee.” 

But this instrument was not revoked by 
the grantor, and as shown, seven days 
after its execution she died. The title to 
the note in suit, with the mortgage to se- 
cure the same, passed to the plaintiff by 
virtue of the trust deed in question. The 
defencants, Chown and Robbins, both had 
notice of the conveyance of all the prop- 
erty, real and personal, of said Sarah Jane 
Weir, tothe plaintiff in this suit, by the 
trust deed in question. Atthe date of the 
deed the note and wortgage in suit were in 
the hands of defendant Robbins as the 
agent of said Sarah Jane Weir; and he 
claims that she agreed that he should hold 
the same as security for his indorsement 
with Ellen Weir, a sister of said Sarah Jane, 


on a note for the sum of $800, but 
no such agreement on the part of 
said Sarah Jane Weir, to answer 


for the debt of her sister, was in writing. 
His agency, if any, terminated with the 
death of the prin®@ipal, and the @greement 
of guaranty, not being in writing. was 
void (C.C. 2783,) andtbe assignment of 
the Chown mortgage hasno effect, being 
without consideration and after thetrust 
deed. The plaintiff, as grantee under the 
trust deed, from the time of its execution 
and delivery was entitled to the possession 
of the note and mortgage insuit, and the 
payment by the defendant Chown to the 
defendant Robbins, which occurred a long 
time thereafter, and particularly after no. 
tice received onthe partof both, is nota 
payment as against the legal owner there. 
of. and he is not bouf'd by the same. 
Judgement will go for the plaintiff for 
the amount claimed, together witha reas. 
onable attorney's fee. and $250 would be a 
reasonable attorney's fee.

Threatened Strike on the Southern 
California Averted. 


Two Discharged Conductors Have 
Been Given Back Their Trains. 


How the New Overland Santa Fe 
Trains Will Run. 


Changes to Be Made— 


Preparations for World's Fair 
Travel—General and Local 
Mention, 


The new time-table which will go into 
effect on the Santa Fé next Sunday pro- 
vides for several important changes in 
passenger train service. The only ones 
that can be officially announced today 
are those of the overland trains, of 
which there will be two daily each way. 
The second-class overland train, which 
is the one now in service, will leave 
Los Angeles for the East at 7 a.m., and 
the first-class ‘‘limited"’ train will leave 
at 5:15 p.m. The second-class train 
will be due to arrive here from the 
East 6:30 p.m., and the ‘‘limited’’ 
train will bé expected at 7:50 a.m. 
every day. The two trains will make 
@éxcellent service on the overland route. 
The numerous changes of time in local 
trains will be announced iater. 

THE CONDUCTORS’ VICTORY. 

The two passenger conductors who 
were the last to be discharged from the 
Southern California lines of the Santa 
Fé have been reinstated and are again 
running their trains. It appears that 
these two, being certain of disproving 
charges against their honesty, de- 
manded an investigation. This was 
backed by the brotherhood, and the offi- 
cials were asked to either prodtce the 
proof that the discharged conductors 
had been ‘knocking down’ or to give 
them back their runs. One of the 
conductors not only denied that he 
pocketed cash fares, but declared he 
did not even collect any, as his train 
did not carry passengers. To prevent 
athreatened strike the two conductors 
were reinstated in their former posi- 
tions and all has since been serene.

Camels in the Arizonn Desert. 

The original fifteen camels were brought 
tothis couutry atthe instigation of the 
United States government before the war 
for the purpose of packing military stores 
across fhe desert, and were used for that 
purpose for two or three years. It was 
found that the peb!ses and bowlders were 
too severe for their ivet, and while they. did 
very weil on the sand of the desert as soon 
as they reached the foothills their feet ve- 
came so sore that they were unable to 
travel, and finally they were turned loose 
to take care of themselves. 

For a number of years there were no 
white men through the part of the desert. 
in which they ranged, and as the Indians 
were very superstitious about them they 
were not molested until witbin the last 
few years, when they had increased to 
more than 100. Later on they became a 
source of annoyance to the prospectors on 
account of the fear the horses had of thém, 
and they began killing the camels. 

I well remember the first time I saw 
them I was coming across from the Colo- 
rado to the Harqua Hala on foot, with my 
supplies and cooking utensils packed on a 
burro that had seen long service in that 
line of business. I was only provided with 
water enough for myself, and on atcount 
of not having had anything to drink for a 
day and night the animal was pretty 
stupid, so much so that now and then I 
had to throw a stone at him to keep him 
going. 

We were coming through a vast expanse 
of greaseweed almost as high as my head 
when suddenly the burro stopped, raised 
his head and gave a snort that could have 
been heard half a mile. I thought it must 
be Indians, and throwing a cartridge into 
my Winchester I took cover in the brush. 
Peering over the top of the weeds I soon 
saw the camels coming with their peculiar 
swinging trot, showing only their heads 
and humps above the brush. 

That burro evinced more life than I 
had ever seen him show before, and do 
not think any horse in the country could 
have outrun him. My pack broke in the 
first 100 yards, and meat, beans, coffee and 
tools were scattered for five miles.—Cor. 
San Francisco Chronicle. 


A New Kind of a Wheel. 

It is proposed to obviate, by means of 6 
sim ple arrangement, the jolts and jars and 
vibrations common to vehicles when driver 
over rough roads or street pavements wher 
ordinary wheels of rigid construction are 
employed. Surrounding the outside of the 
periphery of the wheel, and in close con: 
tact with the tire, are a series of independ- 
ent springs, which form the outer tread o! 
the wheel; these springs are so arranged as 
to work in conjunction with each other. 
and when moving under a heavy load their 
free ends are sprung in toward the rim, 
and coincide with the true ar working peri- 
phery of the wheel, the springs pot coming 
in contact with the plane until the spring 
is nearly under the center of gravity. 

‘n this way the spring resistanee is used 
in sustaining the load, and not in retard 
ing the movements of the wheel, the 
springs, after passing the center of gravit y; 
exerting a force against the plane over 
which they are passing to force the wheel 
ahead, thus making,’es m & claimed, a 
wheel that is not only easy riding, wat easy 
propelling as well.—New York Sun.

AN ATTEMPT TO KIDNAP PRESI. 
DENT LINCOLN.

September, of 1864, had dawned 
Upon the battling armies far down 
along the Chickahominy and palpably 
the military power of the South was on 
the wane. Stand after stand was the 
Confederate chieftain making, only to 
find a day ortwo later that his stand 
was untenable. Those Northern sol- 
diers seemed like myriads of sea-sanas 
suddenly transformed into giants and 
then sent dashing agaffist the “rebel” 
ranks. Well fed, well clothed and paid 
for service, the conditions on the one 
band! Half starved, in rags, and no 
hope of ‘better things, on the other! 
Even in weapons and ammunition an 
unequal contest, and the end seemed 
Near athand. Fresh armies to aid the 
Confederate cause could no longer be 
expected. The flower of the South, 
even to the last man, had already been 
under arms for years, and what help 
there was for the situation must come 
from within. Without all was black- 
ness and despair. One shrewd move, 
a skillful capture of somebody high in 
federa! authority, and the advantage 
then gained might equalize the strug- 
gle. Why wasit not possible to cap- 
ture Lincoln himself, take him into 
Confederate lines, and hold the North- 
ern President asa hostage for peace? 
If such a plan were successful, there 
could be no doubt that the war would 
be at an end ina few weeks, and who 
could tell but that the South might 
gain inatreaty much, if not all that 
had been left to the arbitrament of 
arms during the past three and a half 
years. 

That was the way we mused then, 
butin what a different light matters 
appear now. Even had we succeeded 
in capturing Mr. Lirmcoln or any two or 
three members of his Cabinet besides, a 
child could -conclude in in the light of 
subsequent events that that the move 
would have accomplished no tangible 
good tothe Confederacy. The scheme 
was nothing more than a wild, vision- 
ary longing ‘‘to do something,’’ any- 
thing which had about it a ray of prom- 
ise for further results; but at that time 
it was big with hope anyway, and full 
of enthusiasm, J started from Richmond 
on the kidnaping.expedition. 

I was not unmindful of the fact that 
a thousand dangers and difiiiculties 
lurked in the way, and that similar ex- 
cursions had always come to naught. 
At different times during the war 
schemes for capturing Lincoln and tak- 
ing him to Richmond as a prisoner had 
‘been planned more than once. and some 
of Mos»y’s men, who conceived the 
idea, were the ring-leaders. But plans 
invariably miscarried from different 
causes, and an open attempt was never 
made. Here 1 desire to say that, to the 
best of my knowledge and beliet, Presi- 
ident Davis and his Cabine* were never 
cognizant of these schemes to capture 
Lincoln; in fact, the only time the sub- 
ject was ever broached tothe Confeder- 
ate President he expressed his disap- 
proval so strongly that to this more 
than anything was due the abandon- 
ment of the scheme. This happened 
when an attempt was about to be made 
by Mosby's men directly after the 
Gettysburg campaign, and the facts of 
the case were told to me by Secretary 
of War Seddon, when I asked his assist- 
anceto further my especial project, 
which had its origin among a few 
South Carolina officers in Hampton's 
cavalry and with whom I was accus- 
tomed to fraternize when in camp. 

Neither was the Confederate Cabinet 
officially, or otherwise, as far as I 
know, informed of the latest scheme to 
kidnap. Mr. Seddon was perhaps tite 
only member directly cognizant of it, 
and even he was opposed to the move 
atfirst. On my representations, how- 
ever, he finally gave his consent to. the 
measure as perfectly justitiable in war 
times, but with the stipulation that no 
violence should be used in any event. 
We must endeavor to effect the capture 
at our own risk, he said, and any un- 
necessary acts of ugliness on our part 
would have been visited with severe 
punisiment from the Confederate au- 
thorities, if we managed to get outside 
of Yankee lines with whole leads. — 

Two associates—Moun-joy Cloud and 
Norton, the latter of whom was already 
in Federal employ as a detective—and 
mvself, determined to accomplish the 
plan, if possible, and with this in view 
commenced the arrangements, to which 
Mr. Seddon was now willing to lend a 
hand. I knew well that if we suc- 
ceeded, rapid transportation of the 
captive was necessary and the situation 
would certainly cal! for the promptest 
cojperation. Mr. Seddon was, there- 
fore, requested to furnish me with an 
order on Col. Mosby for assistance, 
should I need it, and whatever aid 
could be rendered by Lieut. Cawood, 
the gallant young officer who had 
charge of the Confederate signal sta- 
tion on the Lower Potomac. The secre- 
tary never hesitated, but at once issued 
the following: 

CONFEDERATE STATES OF AMERICA, 

DEPARTMENT, 

‘“RicHMOND, (Va.,) Sept. 15, 1864. 

‘‘Lieut.-Col. Mosby and Lieut. Cawood 
are hereby directed to aid and facilitae 
the movements of Capt. Conrad. 

‘James A. 
‘Secretary of War.’’ 

This was the order that laid the train 
and prepared my way to accomplish 
something which history records noth- 
ing about, because it failed of execu- 
tion. Had that little detail of three 
men succeeded in their purpose, we 
should have unmade history, and who 
can tell? Perhaps the dark tragedy at 
Ford’s Theater would never have been 
known: and who is prophet enough to

polical events; and what new nations 
might not nowexist on this continent 
had Lincoln ever been taken across the 
unwillingly? The question 


tion that will never see realization, but 
/is a vastly interesting matter for the 
thoughtful to contemplate in passing, 
_nevertheless. Mosby was never_in- 
formed of the contents of the order 
which 1 carried from Mr..Seddon, nor 
was Lieut. Cawood until long after the 
scheme's failure. 
that a too premature disclosure might 
somehow lead to discovery of-the plan 
among, the Federal authorities and 
thwartit, and besides for a day after 
the proposed capture we had no doubt 
of being able to attend tothe affair 
without additional aid. So, being as- 
sured that none of our party ever di- 
vulged what had beeh ‘planned, J could 
mever get an inkling of the real truth— 
why and under what circumstances Mr. 
Lincoln’ received warning in time— 
until a comparatively recent date.. But 
the reasons will appear and the thwart- 
ing of our plan prove to have been due 
to an entirely different scheme from our 
own. 
Ten days after securing the order 
from the War Department at Richmond, 


Ihad reached Washington safely and 


i begun to reconnoitre the White House. 


We had determined 


To capture a man like the President of 
the United States would be no easy task 
at any time, and much less so when th 
capital where he resided was throagel 
with foes, a fact he knew well, and no 
man could tell when a hostile move in 
the dark might come. I had to ascer- 
tain Mr, Lincgin’s customary move- 
ments first, then plan accordingly after- 
ward. Lafayette Square, only a stone's 
throw north of the White House en- 
trance, was the very place I needed as 
vantage ground. Partly concealed by 
the large trees of the park, I found no 
difficulty in Gbserving the official ingress 
and egress; noting about what hours of 
the day he might venture forth; size of 
the accompanying escort, if any, and 
all other details, to be thoroughly in- 
formed about which would leave no 
stone unturned to avoid possible fail- 
ure of our attempt. 

Lafayette Square was always a fav- 
orite resort in sammer for Washington, 
and my presence there at any hour of 
the’ day excited no comment or sus- 
picion. I had company in plenty. Be- 
‘ing already acquainted with the fact 
that Mr. Lincoln made. the Soldiers’ 
Home, on the outskirts of the city, his 
summer residence, I had only to dis- 
cover when he left the White House, 
how long he was accustomed to stay, 
and the route he took in riding or driv- 
ing. Hours and days of watching were 
necessary before I learned that he 
usually left the President's quarters in 
the cool of the evening on - pleasant 
days, driving.and unaccompanied in his 
private carriage, straight out Four- 


-teenth street to Columbia road, then 


across to the high elevation, which is 
now the largest and finest reservations 
in Washington. 

Then came the tug of war. We had 
to determine at what point it would be 
most expedient to capture the ‘carriage 
and take possession of Mr. Lincoln; and 
then whether to move with him through 
Maryland tothe Lower Potomac and 
cross, or to the Upper Potomac and de- 
liver the prisoner to ‘‘Mosby’s Confed- 
eracy’’ for transportation to Richmond. 
To secure the points necessary for reach- 
ing a proper conclusion about all these 
things required davs of careful work 
and observation, Were the chances of 
our being intercepted by one route less 
than by the other? And once that point 
settled, could we reach the Confederate 
lines more quickly than alongany other 
course? Having scouted the country 
pretty thoroughly. and learning all that 
we thought necessary, we finally con- 
cluded to take the Lower Potomac route 
and were about ready for the attempt. 
This was the programme: Two of our 
number, Norton and myself, were to be 
well mounted and armed and follow the 
President's carriage from the moment 
it turned into Fourteenth street untila 
point was reached on tbe Columbia 
road, where the drive ran along be- 


‘tween the trees of a dense wood, just 


outside of the Soldiers’ Home grounds 
and a short distance tothe west. The 
third member of the party, Cloud, was 
to drive a close vehicle in our rear, 
keeping well up, and by the time the 
designated spot was reached ,the com- 
ing darkness, we thought, would aid 
the work in preventing our movements 
from being observed. It was all 
planned out to the last detail, and the 
minute the driver of Mr. Lincoln’s 
equipage passed into the forest he 
should be made to stop by means of a 
pistol at his head, and Mr. Lincoln, 
served ina similar manner, would be 
compelled to cross from his carriage to 
the close vehicle. Our third man inthe 
capacity of coachman was then to drive 
with all possible speed along the coun- 
try roads through Maryland and to the 
point on the east shore of the Potomac, 
where it would be an easv matter to 
signal Lieut. Cawood and his men and 
conduct the captured ime through 
our lines to Richmond. vy driving 
around the north of Washington, so as 
to avoid crossing the navy-yard bridge, 
where capture of the expedition would 
have been a foregone conclusion, we 
could see no special obstacle, and in 
less than twenty-four hours we should 
Wave our prize safely across the dis- 
puted territory. As the President’s 
driver and carriage were to have been 
detained by Norton and myself during 
the night, no other difficulty interposed. 
Mr. Lincoln, bound and gagged in the 
close vehicle, would have been safe 
enough from causing trouble, and as 
his own carriage was not expected at 
the White House until morning, and 
its non-arrival at the Soldiers’ home 
would have awakened no inquiry, we 
felt secure in the belief that the author 
of the emancipation proclamation was 
almost as good as in our hands. 

Everything was now arranged and a 
Saturday afternoon fixed upon as the 
time. Wemust still be on the alert, 
though, and keep track of any possible 
new developments. So my old seat in 
Lafayette Square again came into use, 
and quite steadily, too. Every dayI 
eagerly watched the White House to 
see whether the President still contin- 
ued his lonesome drives, and could be 
reasonably counted upon to meet.us on 
Saturday. Not an obstacle appeared so 
far, and we were nerving ourselves for 
“the ordeal to come on the morrow, 
when imagine our surprise that Friday 
afternoon, asthe President’s carriage 
came moving out of the grounds of the 
White House, anda squad of Federal 
cavalry galloped up and surrounded 
the equipage as escort. The new wrin- 
kle struck us all of a heap, and on re- 
covering from the shock the first ques- 
tion naturally was: ‘‘How came this 
scheme to be discovered?”’ 

On the following morning a para- 
graph appeared in a city paper stating 
that it bad been learned by the author- 
ities that an attempt to kidnap the 
President was in contemplation, for 
which reason a cavalry escort was de- 
tailed to guard him safely to and from 
his summer home. ‘This move, as I re- 
member, attracted much attention in 
the North at the time, and was severely 
criticised by pubiic journals unfriendly 
to Lincoln. But the particular reason 
therefore was never made public, and 
for years I was unable to enlighten my- 
self regarding the publication in that 
Washington paper. I was positive none 
of ourtrio divulged the plan we had 
formulated, and the only solution of the 
mystery seeming at all possible was 
that others at the very same time were 
making the identical arrangements we 
were, and some of their number had be- 
trayed the secret. | 

Of course the cavalry escort defeated 
our object, and the wise precaution of 
somebody prevented Mr. Lincoln’s be- 
ing kidnaped. That somebody, as I 


now know, was Col. Baker, of the Gov- 
ernment Detective Bureau, and the so- 
lution of the mystery, which Thit upon 
then, 
rect one, as J have since learned from 
Col. W. H. Crook, who was at that time 
an executive clerk in the White House, 
and has held the position continuously 
through all the line of Presidents, from 
Lincoln's first term. Againit was my 
bold comrade-in-arms, Col. Mosby, or 
at least some of. his men, who proved 
responsible for the unsuccessful termi- 
nation of our expedition. A half-dozen 
of those daring riders had secretly 
made their way into Washington, with 
the avowed purpose of capturing Mr. 
Lincoln themselves, regardless of any 
other schemes on the same head, and 
perhaps not dreaming that anybody 
else had the nerve and effrontery to at- 
tempt suchathing. Their plan was to 
take Mr. Lincoln prisoner about the 
same time and place we had determined

But the blandishments of John Bar- 
leycorn were more than those thirsty 
warriors in butternut could withstand. 
The bar at Brown's Hotel, now the 
Metropolitan, on Pennsylvania avenue, 
speedily became their headquarters, 
and a generous quantity of genuine 
Virginia distilled corn was theirs also. 
The latter article was as non-conducive 
to keeping secrets then as now, and 
one of the secret men swarming over 
the city had soon found an inkling of 
what those fellows were whispering 
about. The cavalrymen managed to 
get out of town safely after concluding 
that the scheme was not practical, but 
the detective's report of the matter to 
Col. Baker, Col. Reet says, led to the 
escort in question being ordered the 
next day, and Lincoln was saved, only 
to be assassinated six months later. 
These seem to be the actual facts of the 
case, and the story which gained circu. 
lated after Mr. Lincoln’s death—that 
Booth and his fellow conspirators were 
the men at that time planning a kid- 
naper’s work—appears to have as lit- 
tle foundation as the dozen other yarns 
in the same connection. In fact, Booth 
was never shown to have contemplated 
the capture or assassination until the 
winter following our unsuccessful job, 
and there is every reason to believe no 
evidence in that direction was produced 
simply because there was none.
